CHICAGO, April 30.—Chieago’s city
hall has settlad to such an extent since
the completion of the exeavation for the
adjoining new county building that it
was found necessary yesterday to close
the entrance to pedestrians

At the south end of the building on
Washington street, the foundations

have sunk several inches, while the en-

tire building has assumed a list in the
direction of the hole which the new buil-
ding will cover.

The city hall and the county building
were of the same massive construction,
and as it was necessary to use giant
powder to wreck parts of the latter,
there has been muech apprehesion of the
of the eity administrative building ol
lapsing. though itz founda-
tion walls are many inches thick. they
do not rest on the rock which underlies
the subsoil but merely on the elay sub-
soil.

Yesterday omnious shivers ran through
the building and with many snaps and
groans cracks appearad within and with-
out. Hillocks appeared in the board
floors and the desks assumed angles,
the floor tilted and dirt emerged from
creviees where it had lain undisturbed
for years. Skylights doubled up end
plaster fell from the walls and ceilings,
